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ELECTRICITY FOR 
 PURPOSES. 
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IRISH ENGINEERS' 
OUTLOCK 


Mr. R. N. Tweedy, M.LE.E., the oot 
President of the Engineering and Scientific 
Association of Ireland, in his inaugural 
address to the members at the annual general 
meeting, made four important points :— 

First—That Irishmen had been so starved 
electrically that they will be ravenous for it 
when the opportanity comes to them. 

Second—That the domestic demand is going 
to be enormously more important than the 
lighting demands ever were or ever will be, 
and in Ireland probably far more important 
than the indutsrial load. Mh 

Third—That the Dublin Electricity Works 
will be required as an auxiliary to the 
Shannon Station, propably in a modernised 
form, perhaps on a different site ; and that 
the Alliance Gas Company, the City Commis- 
sioners and the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce should attempt, some time in the next 
few years, to arrive at a joint working ar- 
rangement by which the two undertakings 
could be operated at ‘higher efficiency, and 
very wasteful and costly overlapping of two 
public services of similar character could be 
eliminated. 

Last—That Irishmen need not fear the ap- 
proach of the new industrialism so long as 
all parties concerned have a hand in shaping 
it to our needs and aspirations, and they may 
be sure its coming will strengthen the staple 
industry—agriculture—not weaken nor 
degrade it. 

hree of these motives, said the lecturer, 
were national; one was [local to what is 
known as the Greater Dublin area. 

Mr. Tweedy himself was abashed at the 
suggestion that a wealthy, well-managed and 
long-established company, which had recently 
made big strides in progress, and would seem 
to be in the hey-day of healthy, vigorous life, 
should abandon the main object of its ex- 
istence—the retail distribution of thermal 
value in gaseous forms for the purpose of pro- 
moting the business of its chief antagonist. 
His gas friends would believe him when he 
said it was not impudence, but, in part, an 
anxious solicitude for their welfare, which 
had prompted him to propound this idea some 
years before its time. In part—and, perhaps, 
for the greater part—it was that he was too 
good a citizen and too conscientious an en- 
gineer to suffer waste gladly. 

The lecturer had said earlier that there 
was now no domestic service performed by 
gas which cannot be undertaken as success- 
fully by electricity. 

Electricity, he continued, from being a 
domestic. luxury, was becoming with astonish- 
ing speed the indispensable requisite wher- 
ever cleanliness, labour-saving and economy 
are valued. The management of every national 
or city electricity supply service, having 
courage, foresight and credit, could popularise 
the use of electricity for all purposes at any 
time without losing money, and within the 
next ten years they would find in every 
street and road in Greater Dublin a dupli- 
cation of thermal service, one being supplied 
through gas mains and the other through 
electric cables. 

In many States the Government had co- 
operated with the producers of electricity to 
foster the electrical ideas, and it was evident 
that the Government of the Irish Free State 
was bound to bring up and be responsible 
for the offspring of its own initiative and 
courageous ardour. It followed equally 
clearly that the dice would be loaded against 
competitors. 

For these reasons he was bold enough to 
suggest, with entire sincerity, that the busi- 
ness of supplying therms to the Dublin 
Electricity Works should be left to the Gas 
Company, and the business of distributing 
therms to the people should become a 
monopoly of the national electricity supply 
undertaking. The procedure, the period of 
time the transmutation of duties would re- 
quire, and the financial commitments, 
whether by way of compensation or other- 
wise, could be settled at leisure between the 
parties coucerned within the next five years. 

Mr. Tweedy illustrated the lecture with 
various statistics, from which we compile the 
following table, showing the number of units 
of electricity per head of the population used 
in a year, the quotation in each case being 
the most recent year available :—

An important scheme of road-making and 
bridge-building in the vicinity of Lough 
Erne is now approaching completion, The 
scheme, will prove a great boon to the people 
residing on Boa Island, and, in addition, it 
will make one of the most beautiful districts 
in Ireland easily accessible to visitors. There 
are about 300 persons living on Boa Island, 
and up to the present they have been handi- 
capped in their trading relations and social 
amenities by the difficulty which they have 
experienced in getting to the mainland. 
Cattle for the market have had to swim 
ashore, and this caused considerable trouble 
and inconvenience to the owners. In future, 
however, the island will be linked up with 
the mainland. The new roads will also en- 
able people living in Kesh and Belleek to 
travel from one part of the county to 
another without having to cross the border. 
The Government and the Fermanagh County 
Council have co-operated in the execution of 
the scheme, which will indirectly benefit the 
whole of the county, for the opening-up of 
the district is sure to give a great incentive 
to tourist traffic. Tourists will be able to 
travel along the south side of the lough, 
cross the new bridge, 105 vards long, at 
Rosscor, and proceed on the north side by 
way of Stonefort. They can then crosa the 
Island of Iniskerragh and Boa Island, and, 
by means of a new road, get on to the main 
road near Kesh. Retween eight and nine 
miles of road have been re-made, and three 
miles of new road have been constructed, 
whilst three bridges have been erected. The 
cost will be about £70,000.

BELFAST THEATRICAL 
ACTION. 

In the Northern Court of Chancery yester- 
day, before Mr. Justice Wilson, an ez-parte 
application: for an injunction was made in 
the action of the Belfast Empire Theatre of 
Varieties, Ltd., against Tom Moss, comedian. 
now appearing at the Belfast Hippodrome. 

The laintifts sought an injunction to ve- 
strain the defendant, his servants and agents, 
from producing the play entitled “ Contrasts 
Revue,"’ in twenty-two scenes, ar any portion 
of the play, by his No, 1 Company at the 
Belfast Hippodrome, or at any place within 
25 miles of Belfast. on the 9th, 10th. I1th, 
or 12th days of February, 1927, or on any 
other date, at the place or within the limits 
aforesaid prior to the 12th day of April, 1927. 

Mr. Lowry, K.C.. read the affidavit of 
Gerald Morrison, of 51 College square, North, 
Belfast, general manager of the plaintitts, 
which stated ‘‘that on the 2lst cember, 
1925, an agreement was entered into between 
the plaintiffs. and the defendant, whereby 
the plaintiffs engaged the defendant to pre- 
sent his No. 1 Company in the play entitled 
‘ Contrasts Revue.’ ”’ 

The agreement provided that the touring 
manager undertakes not to allow the above-. 
named piece or pieces to be performed, or the 
company or any of its members to appear 
elsewhere during the engagement, or to ap- 
pear at any me of entertainment within 
twenty-five miles of Belfast prior to, during 
the same week, or within twelve months 
after the fulfilment of the performances men- 
tioned. The defendant duly presented the 
play at the Empire Theatre of Varieties, and, 
in breach of the agreement, the defendant 
appeared at the Belfast Hippodrome and ‘pre- 
sented the same play on Monday and. Tues- 
day last, giving two performances each night, 
and had threatened to repeat them on the 
remaining nights of the present week unless 
he was restrained by the Court.

SOME REPRESENTATIVE 
VIEWS. 

The extent to which public interest has 

been aroused in connection with the growth 
of motor traffic in Dublin is demon- 
strated by the expressions of opinion on 
the proposals for conversion of the distsed 
Custom House Dock into a two acre under- 
ground station for "buses and other motor 
vehicles, with north and th street 
appreaches (forming an East°@frevlar road 
by connecting Amiens street with Westland 
ow). 
The scheme has been favourably. received 
by the Free State Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, the Chairman of the Greater 
Dublin Commission, .the Commiséioner of 
the Civic Guard, the Chairman of the Dub- 
lin City Commissioners, and members of the 
Senate and Dail.

MR. BAIRD’S LECTURE 
IN DUBLIN. 


Television was the subject of a lecture 
which was delivered by Mr. John L. Baird. 
the inventor, in the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, last night. He described his early 
efforts towards the transmission of 
shadows, which he regarded as the first 
step in the solution of the problem of tele- 
vision, and the success «hat came to him.

A POPULAR ERROR. 


WHAT TELEVISION MEANS. 


Television, Mr. Baird said, had been con- 
fused with the sending of photographs by 
wiréless. Actually it meant the instantaneous 
seeing of living images. It was the trans- 
mission of images by telegraphy with such 
rapidity that they appeared instantaneously 
to. the eye. This was made possible by the 
fact, that the human eye, although apparently 
able to receive hundreds of impressions 
immediately, was actually only capable of re- 
coving impressions at the rate of 16 to the 
second. It should be clearly understood that 
these impressions were not photographs, but 
the actual living scene. he transmission 
of 16 photographs a second would not give 
television, but tele-cinematography. 

The problem of television has been 
approached in two ways. Early inventions 
had endeavoured to construct artificial eyes by 
substituting the metal selenium for visual 
purple, and building an artificial retina out 
of a mosai@of selenium cells, each cell being 
connected by wires toa shutter. This shutter 
opened when light fell on the cell connected 
with it, and allowed a spot of light to fall on 
a screen.. In this way each cell controlled 
a spot of light, the image being reproduced 
by a mosaic formed of these spots. Models 
on these lines were actually made by several 
inventors, but the apparatus was intended 
only to demonstrate the principle. The 
practical adaptation of these schemes was, 
therefore, ‘out of the question, and the pro- 
blem had to be faced in a different manner. 
Instead of using a separate cell for each point 
of the picture, it was proposed to usa only 
one cell, every point. of the picture being made 
to fall in succession on this single cell, and 
the varying current from. the cell being 
transmitted to the receiving stations, there to 
control a point of light traversing a screen 
exactly in step with the traversal of the image 
across the cel]. The process has to be carried 
out with such rapidity that, owing to per- 
sistence of vision, the eve would sec, not a 
succession of spots, but the image as a whole 
instantaneously. 

FIRST STEPS. 

By means of slides, Mr. Baird illustrated 
some of the devices used to accomplish this 
object. 

Ahout four. years ago, Mr. Baird said, he 
decided to focus his whole attention on the 
problem of television, and, realising that the 
first step towards the solution was the trans- 
mission of shadows, he devoted his early 
efforts along those lines. Six months experi- 
menting evabled him to transmit crude 
shadowgraphs. Twelve months Jater he had 
succeeded in sending outlines of simple objects 
in black and white. In the course of experi- 
ments that followed the optical system was 
improved and merchanical imperfections, as 
far as possible, eliminated; but though these 
enti in the clearness of outline the images 
still remained mere black and white effects, 
without actual and without gradation of light 
and shade. 

The human face, for example, appeared on 
the screen as an oval of vivid white, and if 
the mouth was opened a flickering black spot 
appeared in the middle of this white oval. 
e trouble did not lie in the optical or 
mechanical part of the apparatus, but on the 
electrical side, and essentially im the 
light sensitive cell. After many further 
experiments the difficulties were successfully 
overcome, and images of various. objects, in- 
cluding the human face, were transmitted 
with half-tones and details. ©The general 
effect had been compared to the earliest 
cinematographs, a continuous flickering being 
present, and. the images lacking in clearness 
and badly liable to distortion. These defects 
were chiefly due to mechanical and electrical 
imperfections in construction, and they were 
being steadily eliminated. 

Mr. Baird demonstrated by means of 
phonograph records the different sounds pro- 
duced. by. the transmission through the air 
of images of faces and other objects placed 
before the transmitter. . He also gavé seme 
practical demonstrations of the operation of 
the infra red and ultra violet light rays. 


CHAIRMAN’S BELIEF. 
Sir James Percy, who presided, apologised 
for the absence of Lord Glenavy, who was to 
have taken the chair, but had to preside at a 
meeting of the Senate.

‘Twelve 
months ago he had been privileged to attend 
a private demonstration of television, and 
even in those early days it was evident that 
this wonderful invention had a great future.

seconded by the Rev. Park Willis. 

There was a large audience. The proceeds 
of the lecture will he devoted entirely to the 
funds of Sir Patrick Dun’s and the Adelaide 
Hospitals.

REMARKABLE EVIDENCE 
AT DRUMCOLLOGHER. 


An inquest was held in emg cin 
yesterday by Coroner Harmigan on the y 
of Patrick Cregan, whose death occurred on 
Monday evening, after a scuffle in the house 
of William Horan, where he had been a 
lodger. Horan is in custody. 

Cregan, who had been an officer in the Free 
State Army for some time, had been a ‘bus 
driver in Drumco!llogher of late. 

THE SCENE IN THE MOUSE. 

Patrick Horan, a son of William Horan, 
described the return of his father and Cregan 
to the house on Monday evening last. Both 


were under the influence of drink A dispute 
took place afterwards about the ownership of 
a bicycle which was in the kitchen. e 
witness said that his mother, who was ill in 
another room, shouted that there were 
hicvcles there before "buses. Oregan replied: 
“ Blast you; what do I care about. you, ’, and 
the witness s futher said that he did not want 
any of this dirty language in the” house: 
Crezgan then rushed. at his father, knocked 
him down, and caught him by the throat and 
struck him. After a time his father got up 
and went into the front room, and Cregan 
followed him. He saw his father and Cregan 
struggling in the room, but saw no blows 
etruck, ‘His father caught Cregan by the 
coat, held him down on the bed, and shouted 
to the witness to go for the Guards. 

The witness oil that he went up the 
street for some distance, and seeing no 
uards returned to the house. He saw 
Cregan lying on his back outside the door, 
ond he appeared to be dead. The witness 
then went to the barracks for the Guards. 

To Mr. J. A, Lavan, who appeared for 
William Horan, the witness said that up to 
that evening his father and Cregan were on 
the best of terms. The row was brought 
about by the bad language used by Cregan. 

GUARD'S EVIDENCE. | 

Guard Tuohy said that when he arrived at 
Horan's house, Crevan’s body was lying an 
the doot-#tep. William Horan came: out to 
the doar and said: “You are gone; I have a 
good ;nind to make sure,” at the same time 
raising his foot as if to strike the body. 
Horan ‘said that he would not take that man 
into his house. The body was after- 
wards. brought inte the kitchen. After 
the clergyman had gone Horan stood 
over the body and said: ‘‘ You murdered 
many @ man. “You murdered a poor man 
with a wife and “five children, and naw you 
will die a murderer, and someone should kill 
you, and it has fallen to my lot to do it.” 
Horan was subsequently taken to the 
barracks. He did not appear to be drunk, 
the witness got the smell of drink from 
Lim. 

To Mr. Lavin-—-I know Horan for three 
and a half years, and know him to be a 
quiet and inoffensive man. 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. James McCarthy, Milford, stated that 
when he arrived at the house Cregan was 
then dead. The nose and right eye were 
black and swolen. The face was swollen 
and dark in colour. There was also a wound 
on the upper lip. The neck was swollen 
and dark, as well as discoloured. There 
were superficial wounds on the chest on the 
left side. The wounds on the eye and nose 
eould have been caused by. the blow of a 
fist. 

I and Dr. Collins, of Kanturk, the witness 
continued, held a post-moriem examination 
on the body last Tuesday evening. We found 
the windpipe broken. In my opinion, this 
breakage, with compression of the wind ipe, 
was the cause of death. The cráin. in- 
injuries referred to would not cause death. 
In my opinion, death was almost instan- 
taneous. 

Dr. Geoffréy Collins, Kanturk, who assisted 
Dr. McCarthy, said that it would take a con- 
siderable amount of force to cause the injury 
to the windpipe, from which Cregan died. 

The jury returned the following verdict :— 
‘* We find that the deceased, Patrick Cregan, 
died by strangulation, as described by the 
medical evidence. We beg to tender to the 
deceased's young wife, children, and rela- 
tives our deepest sympathy on his sad and 
untimely death.”’ 

CHARGE AGAINST HORAN. 

A special court was subsequently held at 
Drumecoliogher Civic Guard Station, before 
Mr. Martin Geary, when William Horan was 
charged by Superintendent Slavin with the 
murder of Patrick Cregan. 

Sergeant Cuniffe, Drumcollogher, deposed 
that he arrested accused, William Horan, on 
the charge of murdering Patrick Cregan. He 
= him the usual caution, and he made the 
ollowing statement :—‘‘ Self defence.’’ 

The accused was remanded. 
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WOMAN'S LAST FAREWELL. 
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LETTER TO R.U.C. SERGEANT 
READ AT INQUEST. 

“‘Feter, dear, good-bye for ever. Please 
pray for me, and remember I love you with 
all my heart. Keep anything I gave you in 
memory of me. This is my last wish. I 
send you all my love for the last time.— 
Your devoted Mary.”’ 

This was the last letter written by Miss 
Mary Maguire, aged 33, of Coolnasillagh, 
Garvagh, whose bod¥ was recovered from the 
sea at Portrush on Monday. was ad- 
dressed to Sergeant P. O'Reilly, R.U:C. 
barracks, Innisrush, Portglenone, Co. Derry, 
and at the inquest on Miss Maguire on 
Tuesday it was handed to the Coroner by 
the sergeant. 

Sergeant O'Reilly stated that during the 
two years he had known Miss .,Maguire he 
had met her about four times, and he had 
corresponded with her for the past fifteen 
months, She was very respectable, and of a 
retiring disposition. ‘‘She seemed, to put it 
binntly, to have fallen in love with me,” 
said the sergeant, ‘‘and about a year ago 
she asked me to buy her a ring. This I told 
her I was not inclined to do. Then she said 
if I did not she would get one herself.” 

An engagement ring and a signet ring, 
bearing the initials '' P. O'R.,’’ found in an 
attaché case belonging to the deceased 
woman, were handed to the witness, who 
said that he had never seen them before, 

Evidence was given that Miss Maguire had 
been subject to epileptic fits. 

Dr. William Porter said that there was 
every appearance of death having been due 
to suffocation by drowning. Epileptics some- 
times had periods of depression, during 
which they were not responsible for their 
actions. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with. the medical evidence, and the foreman 
said that thev did not wish to add anything 
about Miss Maguire's mental condition. 

The Coroner complimented Charles Eason 
and John Stewart, who had endeavoured to 
save the woman's life.

PLAINTIFF'S CASE, 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., who closed for Mr. 
M‘Clelland, contended that there’ was no 
doubt that the will was só 4 executed. 
It was properly signed by the lady in the 
presence of two witnessés, and both after- 
wards signed as witnesses in the presence of 
Miss Davidson. He submitted that they must 
answer that the will was properly executed. 

Before dealing with the evidence on the 
question of the capacity of the lady, counsel 
remarked that in the ordinary course of a 
will suit one would expect that where a 
will was contested by the next-of-kin, and 
where this question was raised and developed, 
the relatives would have given evidence. 
There were nine next-of-kin, cousins, and 
none of them was called. “None of them 
lived near Ballymena, and knew whether this 
lady was capable or not. Why did they 
not come into the wiiness-box and. give the 
jury their views on this question? Counsel 
argued with emphasis that if a tittle of evi- 
dence to weaken the case on behalf of the will 
could have been produced by the next-of-kin 
it would have been given. If there was any- 
thing to suggest: that this lady was not com- 
petent, did they not think, he went on, there 
would have been a trail of witnesses into the 
box on behalf of the defendants’? There were 
four defendants in the trial, who must have 
known all about this lady, yet they chose to 
remain silent. 

Counsel, in dealing with the will in detail, 
mentiongd in passing that as far back as 
1911 the lady had consulted another solicitor 
on the matter, and in that draft document 
there was no mention of the relatives. 

FRIENDSHIP? FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 

He dealt with Miss Davidson's friendship 
for Mr. M‘Clelland, and said she regarded him 
as a great and real friend. Counsel also went 
on to emphasise that she was a competent 
woman, owing nothing to her relatives, though 
no attempt was ever made to exclude them. 
She was a woman who reposed confidence in 
Mr. M‘Clelland, and her confidence in him 
had not been misplaced if they believed the 
evidence in the case. Mr. Murphy further 
said that the evidence of the capacity of the 
lady was of a most remarkable character. 
They were not dealing with au ordinary, un- 
intelligent woman; they were dealing with 
a woman of remarkable mentality. He de- 
clared that the evidence was coercive that 
the lady was capable when she executed the 
will. 

Closing his address, which lasted an hour 
and a half, Mr. Murphy said that this was 
the second trial, and it was not in the 
interests of anyone to have cases tried and 
re-tried. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S REPLY. 

The Attorney-General, in his speech for 
the defendants, said that they could not 
challenge the execution of the will, because 
the two witnesses had told their story, which 
could not be disputed. He had no doubt— 
and the jury had probably none either—that, 
so far as the execution was concerned, the 
formalities of the Wills Act had been duly 
complied with. But that was a mere for- 
mality, and had nothing to say to the real 
issue at all. ‘Lhis lady was, as they heard, 
isolated—that was to say, she was a person 
who kept to her own house, and few people 
met her. Therefore, it was obvious there 
could be very little evidence forthcoming 
outside those persons who were in immediate 
attendance upon her. All these witnesses 
were examined for plaintiff, but he contended 
that, apart from the plaintiff and the two 
witnesses. their evidence was mostly 
irrelevant, and, besides, many of them 
benefited by the  wishes—extraordinary 
wishes, counsel designated them—and to that 
extent their evidence was biassed towards up- 
holding the will. Counsel said. he did not 
say this in any offensive sense, but it was 
obvious these persons who got benefit were 
very anxious the will should be sustained, 

Here was a will drawn by a solicitor, a 
professional man, a man who was used to 
dealing with matters of this kind, and, if 
necessary, to explain them afterwards, Why 
had he to come into court and produce all this 
evidence if it were a proper will? Counsel 


will—the instructions properly taken, inde- 
pendent advice obtained, and the lady 
emancipated from the control of her own 
solicitor—it could have been proved to their 
entire satisfaction in a few hours, 
APPEAL TO THE JURY. 

The Attorney-General next dealt with the 
relationship between the parties, and said 
that the plaintiff was trying to drive duty 
to his client and self-interest in double har- 
ness. At no time had he taken the ordinary 

rotection which one expected he would lave 
ad for his own honour and safety by 
bringing in some outside person who could 
give an independent account of the trans- 
actions. Instead the jury were in the posi- 
tion of having to decide between Mr. 
M‘Clelland, the absolute legatee, and Mr. 
M‘Oleliand, the solicitor. He commented 
on the secrecy marking the negotiations lead- 
ing up to the will, as well as its execution. 
and also what he termed the conflict between 
duty and interest, stating it was hard to 
say where the solicitor ceased to speak and 
the universal legatee took up the tale. 

Reviewing the evidence, the Attorney- 
General referred to the repeating of the 
Lord's Prayer by the plaintiff, and sug- 
gested that Miss Davidson regarded it as 
a pious act on the part of a pious solicitor. 
which ingratiated him further into her 
favour, while Mr. M‘Clelland had stated it 
was merely an exercise. 

The Attorney-General’s address occupied 
over two hours, his final words being that 
the case involved the honour of the pro- 
fession to which the plaintiff belonged. He 
asked them not to countenance the case, and 
_to refuse to uphold the will, 

His Lordship, at the close of the Attorney- 
General's address, intimated to the jury that 
his charge would be of considerable duration, 
which would mean a late sitting, and, a 
vote having been taken of the jury, it, was 
decided to adjéurn.

Art, the lecturer said, claimed a very large 
part in our lives. We looked on the great

For this 
reason we wanted to study the works of the 
great masters, and to have our children 
study them. 

We could not look upon children as finished 
products.

- What children noticed 
first was light; then colour. Later they 
would appreciate simple outlines, well 
grouped.

O'Brien and Mrs, Pilkington had started 
a scheme for supplying suitable pictures to 
schools, grading the pictures according to 
the ages of the children. Interest in the 
scheme had been aroused, and pictures had 
already been procured for some of the city 
schools. 

Mrs. Pilkington said that something should 
be done in this matter of supplying rictures 
for the ei schools. They would ne a 
help also to the teachers in giving lectures 
on art.

OBITUARY. 
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SIR JAMES KEMNAL. 

The death is announced at Saudbanks, 
Dorset, of Sir James Kemnal, F.,R.S.E., the 
eminent engineer, in his sixty-fourth year. 
Sir James was managing director of Messrs. 
Babeock and Wilcox, Ltd., a company with 
which he had been associated for over forty 
years, and was a pioneer in the development 
of electrical power..

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Free State Housing. 


There was an interesting discussion on 
housing in the Free State Senate yester- 
day, when the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment made a long statement in opposition 
to a proposed amendment by Senator 


| Farren to a section of the Local Govern- 


ment Bill, 1926. The amendment, which 
was carried without dissent, suggests that 
a remission of rates should be granted in 
the ease of all houses built by a Free 
State local authority under the Housing 
Acts since 1920 and before March 3ist; 
and that it should amount to two-thirds 
of the full rate for a period of six years. 
This proposal, which had particular rela- 
tion -to the Dublin City. Commissioners’ 
housing scheme at Marino, was opposed 
strenuously by Mr. Burke, who declared 
that it would increase the already heavy 
burden that is being borne by. local 
authorities. He made a survey of the 
progress of housing in the Free State dur- 
ing the last few years, asserting that 
houses could not. be provided for the 
working classes without serious losses to 
the public, as the average working man 


could not afford either to pay an economic. 


rent, or to find the purchase money for a 
decent abode. At present, he said, hous- 
ing schemes fell into two classes. In one 
case, building was undertaken by private 
builders, or by public utility societies ; in 
the other the houses were provided by 
local authorities. Private builders re- 
ceived grants amounting in all to £200, 
half of which was supplied by the local 
authority, and were granted a remission 
of rates. The Marino dwellings were sold 
at an average sum of £420, whereas their 
average cost was £700. Reckoning the 
capitalised value of rate remission at 
£63 10s, Od., therefore, Mr. Burke argued 
that, whereas a private builder only re- 
ceived relief to the total amount of 
£265 10s. Od. in respect of a house which 
might cost £900 to build, the proposed 
amendment would give the purchaser of 
a Corporation house a bonus of £280, plus 
£63 10s; Od., or £343: 10s. Od. in all. 
Senator Farren asserted that the average 
cost of the Marino houses was between 
£509 and £620—in other words, very con- 
siderably lower than the Minister's 


in the Free State. The middle classes 
are in a like case. Speculative building 
has almost ceased, and until it begins 
again the housing problem never will be 
solved. . Many factors have contributed 
towards the “ slump ” in building. Rent 
restriction is one; the cost of labour :s 
another; high taxation is a third. 
Gradually, no doubt, these obstacles will 
disappear; but in the meanwhile it is 
almost impossible to rent a house in 
Dublin. In the past the landlord has 
been stigmatised as the villain of the 
piece, and in many cases he has been 
penalised heavily by legislation. Conse- 
quently, nobody nowadays is anxious to 
invest money in house property. Any 
future scheme of housing reform ought to 
safeguard the house-owner as well as the 
tenant ; for it is unreasonable to expect a 
man to build houses unless he is sure of 
at least as satisfactory a return as h~* 
would get by investment in War Loan. 
Again, the problem of leaseholds requires 
attention. Special reference was made to 
this matter in the King’s Speech at the 
opening of the British Parliament on 
Tuesday, and legislation will be introduced 
in the House of Commons to deal with it 
at an early date. In Ireland, as in Eng- 
land, the purchaser of a house often finds 
himself at a serious disadvantage in regard 
to the length of its lease, and a careful 
investigation of the problem undoubtedly 
is desirable. So far as the working-classes 
are concerned, of course, a free market is 
out of the question, and for many years 
to come the public must face the necessity 
of. providing subsidies in one form or 
another. In regard to houses for the 
middle-classes, the ordinary law of supply 
and demand eventually must be given free 
play. Speculative building is essential 
to housing progress, and while it remains 
stagnant there can be no hope of satis- 
factory conditions. 


A New Northern Port. 


For long past the project of a new cross- 
Channel port in the North of Ireland has 
been mooted. Of late the idea has taken 
concrete form. At Warrenpoint and 
Killough citizens have drawn up appeals 
for the adaptation of those ports to the 
uses of mail steamers, and the rival claims 
have been brought before the Premier of 
Northern Ireland, Viscount Craigavon, 
during his tour of the Six Counties. The 
root of the agitation is the existence of a 


{Customs barrier between Greenore and 


the territory which, as a port, it serves. 
Travellers have declared that, of all the 
gates to Ireland, none is more beautiful 
than that below Slieve Foy, and few who 
have arrived at dawn at the mouth of 
Carlingford» can forget the spectacle of 
the Mourne Mountains across the channel, 
clothed in pale sunlight. Formerly the 
waiting railway train hurried travellers 
up the lough-side, through a wooded 
fiord—now stripped of ‘trees—to Newry, 
and so to all corners of the North. To-day, 
however, there are delay and ineyitable 
inconvenience, arising from the fact, that 
Greenore is situated in a different State 
from that which the traveller bound for 
Northern Ireland has left and from that 
in which his destination lies: In a word, 
the journey from Britain to North Ireland, 
when made by this charming route, is 
interrupted by passage into and out of 
the Irish Free State with two crossings of 
a frontier line. This would be a matter 
of no consequence if no Customs barrier 
imposed its obstacles to intercourse 
between different parts of Ireland; but 
we must pay for division of our land, In 
order to evade these discomforts the sug- 
gestion was made that a harbour should 
be constructed at Greencastle, on the 
opposite side of the mouth of the lough 
from Greenore, and that the railway 
should be extended from Warrenpoint, 
through Rostrevor, to Greencastle and 
Kilkeel. |Warrenpoint, however, argues 
that a smaller expenditure would serve 
to deepen the channel to its quays, and 
that its conversion into a mail port would 
bring back to South County Down some- 
thing of the prosperity of sixty years ago, 
when Newry was a flourishing centre of 
commerce, The claim of Killough, nearly 
thirty miles farther East, to adoption as 
Ulster’s new port rests on its greater 
proximity to Belfast. Any port other than 
Greenore must lack the geographical ad- 
vantage of the old cross-Channel port, 
which serves, not merely traffic bound for 
Newry and the North, but also traffic 
making for Dundalk and the East. If a 
new port comes to be constructed or

Fine mounted reproductions of 
efchings by Whistler and Brangwyn may 
be bought at five shillings a dozén—such 
is the enterprise of modern art publishers. 
On the other hand, the plentiful supply 
of prints is beginning to defeat itself. 
The collector finds pictures distasteful 


when half his neighbours possess identical 


copies, and thus the original amateur is 
beginning to acquire an advantage over 
the too popular master. 


The Valentine of To-day. 


Among the minor changes of the Book of 
Common Prayer is the removal of Saint 
Valentine from the calendar of recognised 
festivals. At the moment when the 
antique Churchman thus is relegated to the 
obscurity of legend, it curiously happens 
that his day has come into lively, ‘if 
unauthorised, public recognition. On 
February 14th once more boys and girls of 
all ages up to senility examine the morn- 
ing post with delicate curiosity and are 
rewarded, not infrequently, with a missive 
in the old flowery tradition.. We err not, 
perhaps, in attributing the revival of 
Valentine’s day to the enterprise of a 
publishing firm which has launched upon 
the market sentimental emblems. More in 
jest than earnest, we fear, the old-time 
mode of wooing has. been resumed; for 
these days are days of directness, and 
neither the wooer nor the wooed has use 
for sighs, symbols and shy Cupids. No 
one to-day could write, like Elia a century 
ago, of a lonely maiden sent into bliss by 
the receipt of E. B.’s anonymdns gift of 
pictured sentiment. None waits, like 
Elia’s generation, anxiously for the post- 
man’s knock. No happy maiden opens, 
“ with careful finger, careful not to break 
the emblematic seal,” the missive that is 
weighted with fate. In playful mockery. 
‘not in dire earnest, the new Valentines are 
sent. When something serious is to be 
said, it is said, not in poetry and picture, 
but with brief words, perhaps by telephone 
or telegraph. We have slain sentiment, 
but we are as happy as our forebears 
withal.

MR. LI——'S SISTERS.

HEN I read the able and explicit 
¢ statements of Mr. Chen as to what 
he wants, what he will, and will not, 
tolerate, and the longer statements of the 
Northern War Lord, Marshal Chang Tso-Ling, 
I begin to envy Mr. O'Malley. What a 
wonderful mission he has! To hear a China- 
man explain, state his case, and to see for a 
few diplomatic moments into his eternally 
mysterious mind. i : 

I once knew a Chinaman—indeed, I knew 
many; but I had only ‘‘met” these, and 
even with one’s next-door-neighbour ‘* meet- 
ing” is not. knowing. In English hotels the 

vests do not associate with Chinese-— 

ritishers have inflexible opinions about caste 
and colour. 

I cannot remember my Chinaman’s name. 
It was Li something. He was staying in 
a genteel hotel in Earlscourt, where I also 
was staying. On Sundays many other China- 
men called to see him, but they had not the 
bearing, the distinguished countenance of 
Mr. Li ——. No one (English) spoke to Mr. 
Li——. One or two Belgians ventured. One 
evening I had a conversation with him. It 
was one-sided—that is, it was all on my side. 
Mr. Li just made small talk—platitudes, 

But the next night he spoke of Confucius. 
It was very wise, cautious speech, with 
small, luminous explanations and tiny bits 
of human interest. After a week of conversa- 
tions I knew no more of Mr. Li ——. I did 
not. know, and could not guess, his age; 
knew nothing of his tastes; his life in China 
was a sealetl book. 

Till one day—one marvellous day. 

had been telling him about silkworms 
that I had had at, school that had come from 
China—white-bodied, black-eyed creatures. I 
told him how I fed them on mulberry leaves, 
and how we all neglected our lessons because 
of them; but they never made even a thread 
of silk. I tried to recall the atmosphere of 
China to them by bribing the cook to put 
them in the oven overnight, and in the morn- 
ing it was discovered: that they had fallen 
victims to black beetles, who alone occupied 
the box when it was opened. It was then 
that the marvellous happened. Mr. Li —— 
spoke of himself, or, what was more amazing, 
of his sisters. This is what he said: he told 
me that his sisters had silkworms also, and 
that they made a little silk—just enough to 
provide a coat for each of them. That may 
not. seem a remarkable statement. Indeed, 
it is very simple. But I saw light round Mr. 
I saw the two narrow-eyed, black- 
haired, «docile sisters watching the silk- 
worms, turning the silk, and at last seating 
themselves on the floor in their little yellow 
coats. I felt like the. discoverer of a new 
country. The marvellous and impossible had 
happened : a Chinaman had spoken of himself. 

Mr . Li suggested the Chinese 
Restaurant. I was very interested in their 
dish of birds’ nests. I never went, for I fell 
ill and left for a nursing home. While I was 
there Mr. Li —— called to inquire, and sent 
up cigarettes and a letter in queer English, 
beginning, “ When you left Lexham.. .” 

_ It may be that Mr. Li-—— 's duties have taken 
him to Chuchow to defend the Northern 
commander, or, haply, he will devote his 
engineering skill to blowing up the defences 
of Shanghai, while planning tortures for his 
enemy.  [ cannot blame him whichever way 
it is. — For as long as I live I shall have 
somewhere in my mind the picture of the 
narrow-eyed and altogether delightful sisters 
sitting on a sunlit floor in China in their 
little yellow coats which the silkworms have 
made them.

The Revised Prayer Book. 


Great preparations are being made by 
both Protestants and Anglo-Catholics for 
a great controversy over the new Prayer 
Book, but the former are taking a much 
more public line for their demonstrations 
than the latter. A nniber of mectincs 
under Protestant auspices have been 
arranged to take place in London during 
the present month, and on February 22nd, 
the day fixed for the meeting of Convoca- 
tion, there will be a deputation and pro- 
cession to Lambeth Palace, where the 
bishops will be sitting in Council. Another 
procession will take place on March 2nd¢, 
when the bishops will meet to give their 
final approval to the changes. On July 
2nd there will be a Hyde Park demonstra- 
tion, organised by the Protestant Alliance, 
which also -is arranging for a monster 
petition with a million signatures. ‘The 
heads of the various Anglo-Catholic 
organisations will meet to-morrow to con- 
sider their position.

The housing problem in the Free State is 
still very acute. A. great deal of progress 
has been. made in Dublin; but a ‘walk 
through the slums affords pitiful evidence 
of the inadequacy of the measures that 
have been taken. Sooner or later the pro- 
blem must be tackled not. piecemeal, but 
as a whole.

“From this it follows that the tenant- 
purchaser of a Marino house would get 
£80 more than the total assistance pro- 
vided for under the Housing Acts for 
private persons and public utility societies. 
(At present the Marino tenant gets £17 10s. 
more—namely, £280 as against £200, plus 
£63 10s.). 

“Furthermore, the majority of houses 
being built in Dublin under the Housing 
Acts by parties other than the Corpora- 
tion are being built by speculative builders, 
and in the sale of the house the State 
subsidy is divided between the builder and 
the purchasing occupier. In the case of 
Marino the tenant-purchaser gets the full 
advantage of the £280 bounty, 

“In the few cases where occupiers of 
grant houses have got the full advantage 
of the £200 subsidy and remission of rates 
by building the houses themselves, either 
as private persons or through the medium 
of small public utility societies, they have 
had to invest some capital in the under- 
taking, and very often to borrow money 
at high rates of interest and for short 
periods of repayment, so that in such 
cases the houses are a heavy annual charge 
on their incomes. The cost of the houses 
being built on a site at Marino by a public 
utility society referred to by the Senator 
is not less than £900, 

“On the other hand, the Marino tenant- 
purchasers had no personal capital outlay 
in respect of the provision or subsequent 
purchase of the houses, and have been 
given a period of forty vears in which to 
pay the agreed purchase money.

“The houses built on other housing 
areas by the Dublin Corporation or 
Dublin Borough Commissioners have been 
sold to the occupiers at smaller prices 
than those referred to above, although in 
some instances they have cost more.

AMERICAN'S VIEW 
OF IRELAND. 


BEST HUNTERS IN 
WORLD.

Bective House, Navan, for many years 
the residence of the late Mr. John Watson, 
who was Master of the Meath Hounds 
from 1891 until 1908, has been acquired 
as a hunting lodge by some keen American 
sportsmen. From it they can easily reach 
the meets of the Ward Union and the 
Westmeaths, as well as the Meaths. 

An Trish Times reporter, who called at 
Bective House yesterday morning, found a 
sinall party of trans-Atlantic hunting men 
and women in residence there, and a dozen 
horses in the stables. They are all members 
of the Myopia Hunt Club, Massachussets, 
whose Master, Mr. James W. Appleton, 
arrived on Monday night and was out for 
a good day with the Meaths on Tuesday. 
They were at the time of the visit all 
getting ready for the meet of the Wards 
at Dunboyne. . 


WHAT AMERICA CANNOT GIVE. 

Mr. Appleton and Mr. John K. Howard 
made time to say a few things about what 
they think of this country from the hunt- 
ing point of view. Mr. Howard’s opening 
remark was “ From what I can see and 
hear since I came here in the middle of 
January, your country is the sportsman’s 
paradise. You have fishing and shooting, 
and the finest of hunting. I am out with 
the hounds four or five days a week and 
You have 


THE 


enjoy every moment of my time. 
the great galloping and the tough fences 
that we have not got in America.’”’ 

Mr. Appleton said that he lost no time 
in making his acquaintance with an Irish 
Hunt: His first impressions were very 
favourable; for, riding a good Irish-bred 
horse, he enjoyed a splendid run of fifty 
minutes with the Meaths, It was hard 
riding, but altogether exhilarating. It 
was a new sort of experience for an 
American follower of hounds and com- 
pletely enjoyable. . 

In America the sport of fox-hunting was 
developing very fast. It was attracting 
more and more followers, and was rapidly 
making headway towards the West. The 
consequence was a marked increase in the 
importation of hunting stock. The Trish- 
bred animal was much in demand, and the 
new market for disposa) of the Trish horse 
was one that was only in its beginning. 


HUNDREDS WAITING. 

He expected that more and more 
Americans would come to this country for 
the hunting. They enly wanted to be told 
what was in store for them here, and they 
would make, in their hundreds, a month 
or so with the Irish packs a regular 
feature in their season’s programme. 

On the subject of hunters, he said that 
the great test of a horse was the hunting 
field. Careful breeding and rearing up 
to four years old were essential, but it was 
only the horse that had been ‘‘ made '' 
behind hounds that could. give complete 
satisfaction to the rider. It was that 
early training in one of the world’s finest 
hunting countries that had made the Irish 
half-bred famous on two Continents. 

Irish hunters would lose that great 
reputation if the hunting in the country 
were allowed to go down. He had been 
told that some of the clubs were finding it 
hard to carry on. "That was strange in & 
country with a national asset like the 
horses of Ireland. If they had not the 
clubs they would not have the hunts, and 
very soon they would not have the hunters ; 
for no one would pay the price for a horse 
for actual use unless he knew that he had 
been trained with hounds and in a hunting 
countvy like Ireland. 

THE BEST HORSES. 

“When we want the best horse we can 
buy,” declared Mr. Appleton, “ we look to 
Ireland. If you let your hunting go down 
then down goes your horse-breeding in- 
dustry with it. There is no doubt about 
that.” 

Mr. Howard remarked that he had had 
little time for reading or trying to form 
an opinion on the country since he came 
to Ireland, but he rather thought that 
there was growing up a new enthusiasm 
for industrialisation. He might be wrong 
through want of knowledge of the real 
facts, but that was the impression left on 
his mind. He was convinced that it would 
be a mistake to attempt to industrialise 
what was, on the face of it, a great agri- 
cultural country. It would be unwise to 
negléct such a God-given gift as the Jand 
of Ireland for anything that might 
possibly come from industrialisation. 


L.M.S, DIVIDEND 
HALVED.

COMPANY IN A STRONG 
POSITION. 


The London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company’s dividend on Ordinary 
Stock for 1926 is only half that. of the 
previous year. The final dividend was 
announced yesterday at 14 per cent., 
making 3 per cent, for the year, after 
taking £7,188,000 from reserve. 

The final dividend for the year 1925 was 
34 per cent., making 6 per cent. for the 
year. Then £1,000,000 was taken from 
general reserve, and profits were reinforced 
by £625,000 held in reserve for con- 
tingencies, which have since been removed. 
The sum of £249,000 was carried forward. 

An appropriation of £1,700,000 has been 
made from’ general reserve to a special 
reserve to meet losses in 1927 on foreign 
coal commitments entered into in 1926 in 
consequence of the protracted trouble in 
the coal industry. 

The L.M.S. is the first of the '“ big 
four ” railways to announce its dividend, 
and the decrease, which was expected, 
shows how severely the railways have been 
hit by the general strike and the. coal 
stoppage. baí | 

As a result of these the company suffered 
a decrease of £11,368,000 in gross traffic 
receipts during 1926, according to the 
weekly returns, and, in order to pay the 
dividend, it has been found necessary to 
withdraw £7,188,000 from the company’s 
reserves. | 

The Depreciation Fund of the company 
stands at about £28,000,000, which is not 
available for dividend purposes. All this 
money is invested in Government and 
other securities, and not in the business, 
so that, despite the present withdrawal, 
the company is still in a very strong 
position.

This morning the management, in the 
hope that a peaceful settlement would be 
reached; paid’ full wages, whereupon ‘tho 
unions presented an entirely new set of 
demands,

TIED TO A HORSE.

SEQUEL TO DISMISSAL OF

Domestic bonds have crashed badly 
during the past two days, the drop since 
the dismissal of Sir Francis Aglen from 
the post of Inspector-General of the 
Customs, averaging about 12 points.

The fFranco-Spanish conversations on 
ier began yesterday afternoon after a 
lu n given by M. Briand at the Quai 
d’Orsay in honour of the delegates. _ 
Spanish Delegation includes Senor Aguierre 
de Carcer, Director of the Morocco Depart- 
ment at the Spanish Foreign Office, and 
Senor Espinosa, Spanish Consul at Tangier. 
The French Delegation is headed by M. 
Beaumarchais, Director of Political and 
Commercial Affairs, who was one of the 
negotiators of the Tangier Convention of 
1925, and who will have as colleagues M. de 
Saint-Quentin, Sub-director of the African 
Department, and M. Merillon, French Consul 
at Tangier. an 
To-day’s- meeting. was simply of a prelimi- 
nary character. It.is recognised that the 
negotiations will be difficult. It falls to the 
Spanish ‘Delegation, as representing the 
party: which asks for an alteration in the 
present Tangier régime, to take the initiative 
in making proposals. Statements made by 
the Marquis de Estella have foreshadowed a 
demand for. the incorporation of the Tangier 
zone in the Spanish-Moroccan Protectorate. 
If this suggestion is made it will be resisted

REBELS HOLD OUT. 


CONFLICTING REPORTS 
OF THE OONELICT. 


FOREIGNERS SAFE’ 


THs situation in Portugal is still 
obscure. Reports. from Madrid 
declare that the rebellion is spread- 
ing. On the other hand, the Portu- 
guese Embassy in London has 
circulated the following communica- 
tion :'— 

The revolution, which broke out. at 
Oporto on Thursday, February 3rd, was 
organised by some politicians who were re- 
moved by the military movement of May 
28th, 1926, which was suppressed last 
Monday by the loyal troops, who entered 
Oporto, headed by the Minister of War. 

The revolutionary leaders were arrested 
on Monday. The revolutionary movement 
in Lisbon is confined only to a few sailors, 
three companies of the Republican Guard, 
and a few civilians who are at the naval 
arsenal. These rebels are being attacked 
by the loyal troops. 

The rest of the country is quiet. The 
Army has given complete and solid sup- 
port to the Government. 

Such messages as have come 
through indieate that all the British 
staffs at Oporto and Lisbon are safe, 
says *‘ The Times.” 

Shipping companies with agents in 
Oporto and Lisbon have had no 
messages for some days, which sug- 
gests a rigorous censorship; and G. 
Sandeman and Sons, the port wine 
shippers, are also without any infor- 
mation as to the position, except that 
they, too, know their staff is safe:

GOVERNMENT TROOPS

| THE FREE STATE 
' JURIES BILL. 


FEWER CHALLENGES, 


HE Juries Bill, which was introduced 

in the Dail this week by the Minister 

for Justice, is designed to bring the law 

relating to juries into line with the re- 

formed judiciary of the Free State. 

Although a comprehensive measure of six 

parts, it proposes few drastic alterations 
of the existing law. 

One of the few is the absolute exemption 
of women from liability for jury service. 
Hitherto the position has been that they 
were exempt only if they made specific 
application for exemption, with the result 
that hardly more than thirty women acted 
in the Free State during the last couple 
of years. The view of the Ministry of 
Justice is that, in this respect at least, 
the existing law scarcely justifies adminis- 
trative expenses. 


CHALLENGES. 

Another feature of the bill is the virtual 
disappearance of the ‘‘ peremptory chal- 
lenge,’’ or, substantially, its reduction to 
“challenge for cause shown.” This re- 
duction is effected by decreasing the 
number of jurors who may be peremptorily 
challenged to three in the case of a civil 
issue and five in the case of a criminal 
issue. The bill abolishes “ challenges to 
the array,’’ and also “ challenges to the 
polls.”’ 

Male citizens between 21 and 65 years 
of age, who are liable for the payment of 
a certain sum as poor rate, can be called 
upon to serve as jurors. 

The bill proposes that every male citizen 
between the ages of 21 and 65 years shall 
be made lable for jury service where the 
total rateable (poor relief) valuation of 
his wife’s land equals or exceeds the 
minimum rating qualification for jury ser- 
vice—that is, unless he can prove to the 
satisfaction of the registration officer that 
he never had any interest in such land, 
and that he did not, directly or indirectly, 
provide any of the purchase money for it, 
and that he had not an income sufficient 
for his own maintenance. 


ELECTORS ONLY. 

No person. can be qualified for jury 
service unless he is entered as a Dail or 
Local Government elector, and every 
register of electors henceforth will in- 
clude the name of every person liable to 
serve as a juror in the jury district to 
which the register relates, but also the 
name of every person disqualified or 
exempt from service. 

With regard to the Central Crimina] 
Court, when sitting in the County 
Borough or County of Dublin, the panel 
of jurors in every issue is to be drawn 
partly from the county and partly from 
the county borough, just as when the 
Court sits elsewhere the jury must be 
called from a panel of jurors drawn from 
the county borough or county in which 
the Court is sitting at the time of the 
trial. 

It is proposed that the first revision of 
the genera] jurors” lists by the different 
county registrars shall take place on or 
before lst June, 1927. 


THE LAND BILL. 

The new Land Bill which has been in- 
troduced in the Dail represents no sub- 
stantial departure from the lines of the 
Land Bill (No. 2) which was introduced 
by Mr. Hogan about June last and ‘re- 
ferred to a Select Committee. The re- 
commendations of the Committee were 
discussed by the Dail, when the Minister 
indicated one or two of the propositions 
which he found himself unable to accept. 
Eventually he withdrew the measure in 
order to amend its provisions on the lines 
óf those recommendations of the Com- 
mittee that-he had already expressed his 
readiness to accept, and the new bill is 
the result.

A fresh crisis that bas all the appear- 
ance of being decisive lias been reached in 
the negotiation of a commercial agreement 
between Germany and Voiland. The osten- 
sible cause of the crisis ms the expulsion 
of four German railway officials from 
Polish Upper Silesia on the ground that 
they have been against Delish 
interests.

The German Government has caused the 
Polish Government to be informed that 
in its view no purpose can be served in 
proceeding with the negotiations for a 
commercial] treaty if the activities of the 
Polish Prefects render the of 
domicile illusory for German nationals. 
It was at first reported here that the 
Polish Government had undertaken ‘to 
defer the expulsions for a fortniglt, but 
this proves to have been an error. 

It is expected that tlie German Govern- 
ment, at the Cabinet mieeting on 
will decide whether the negotiations are to 
go on or to be broken off. It is pointed 
out, here that in the latter event it micht 
be difficult to avoid a repercussion on the 
political relations between the two 
countries. At the same time the circum- 
stances in which the rupture has been 
threatened are such as to suggest that 
other causes besides the expulsions were 
at work.

A United States citizen, ae, Aen 
man, aged 48, yesterday arrived destitute 
at the Latvian frontier, escorted by agents 
of the 0.G.P.U. (Cheka), after terrible ex: 
periences in Soviet prisons and concentrae 
ticn camps since 1925. 

Mr. Copman arrived in Moscow at the 
end of 1924 with his Passport in proper 
order to negotiate with the Soviet authori- 
ties on behalf of a number of United 
States firms, for the importation of paper 
pencils, cutlery, and films from the United 
States. The Soviet representatives digs 
cussed matters for months Without cons 
cluding any business. 

On November 23, 1925, the agent of the 
O.G.P.U. arrested Mr. Copman and cone 
fiscated all his papers and money. There 
was no trial, but it was eventually 
announced that Mr. Copman stood cons 
demned to three years in a concentration 
camp “ for breach of the State monopoly 
regulation.” 


FOR WILD BEASTS. 

He was placed with 137 others. mostly 
criminals, in “a cage upon wheels such as 
menageries use for wild beasts,” which wag 
coupled to a train and taken towardg 
Siberia, as far as the station of Usolskaya, 
in the province of Rim. 

The prisoners then marched on foot for 
100 miles through snow, often knee deep, 
in which many collapsed. They were coms 
pelled to hew wood and to build their own 
log cabins for the concentration "amp, 
which was in the middle of the forest on 
the banks of the Vishera, thirty miles 
from Cherdyn, among the foothills of the 
Ural Mountains. 

Mr. Copman’s particular companion, 
Ilchenke, a graduate of an agricultural 
college, aged 28, and a member of the 
Social Revolutionary Party, attempted 
flight on August 15, 1926, but the Cheka 
agents shot him with an expanding bullet, 
which shattered his knee, and dragged him 
to the camp, where he was left to bleed 
to death. 

Not only were his companions nof 
allowed to help him, but his living body 
was stripped, because clothes were scarce, 
The Starosta, or senior prisoner, a former 
member of the Cheka, named Muratoff, 
from Tiflis, took Ilchenke’s boots. and 
during the attempt: to draw them off he 
literally tore Ilchenke’s wounded leg from 


his body. 
MILLIONS OF PRISONERS. 


Other prisoners were wantonly shot on 
small provocation, including a certain 
Koroloff. 

Mr. Copman’s experience gives some idea 
of the horrors of the outlying places of 
confinement in Soviet Russia. He estis 
mates that the prison camps. in the 
U.S.S.R. contains, althouch this seunds 
incredible, more than 10,000,000 prisoners, 
of whom 150,000 are in Moscow alone. . 

He presumes that his American firm ine 
stituted inconvenient inquiries, because he 
was sent to Moscow in November last, 
and, after stopping at numerous prisons 
en route, was thrust across the frontier 
yesterday, and “banished everlastingly 
from the U.S.S.R.”
